Hon: Drnku nsked tbo Auoruoy General 
iJ'helhar il is tlie intention of the Governnioiu 
to bring in any raeaanro to Bmolgamnto the 
Laws of this Colony, and whether any steps 
will be taken to grant to the Supreme Courts 
of this Oolony concurrent jurisdiction. We 
were in an absolute state of carkness : we 
bad two Baokruetcy Gonrts, both inconsist- 
ent, in which a baakmpt who bad obtainca 
bis certificate at one was liable to be sued 
whan within the jurisdiction of the other. 
There were two systems of Rogistrution iu the 
Colony, the best of the two being that in Vici 
toritt ; the one at present at use on the Main, 
land '"<* to enormous expense, Tlia Common 
Law^'ftcodure Act applied to one part of the 
Colony was unapplic.tble to the other. A 
very useful form of the Jury Act was in use 
in Vancouver Island, but not in the other por- 
tion of the Colony, The Partnership Act, by 
wblsfa certain liability was avoided, was only 
in practice on this Island. The Common 
Sohool .Acit bad never erossed tbe Gulf, and 
the' Joint Stock' Act, actually redoenijed here, 
■waa that of 1858, while our fellow-colonists 
on the Mainland indulged in the Act of 18i;2. 
In tbo Land Ordinance there was a perfect 
Stttto of confusion ; it was quite different ou 
the Mainland to that in uso hero. Tho Ims 
prisonment Kionoration Law was of n very 
different character on th« Mainland to tho 
law as practised on Vancouver Island ; it waa 
quite impossible for people to know by what 
laws they were governed. The greatest differ, 
ence, however, existed in tho Bankruptcy aud 
Be^istration Acts as practised by tbe dtiforent 
■eetions of tbe Colony. Hon, members were

In tho coorae of the debute ujion Dr. 
Helmcken's resolutions to open ncgotid- 
tiona with tho United States govoniraout 
with a view to securing reciprocal trode 
With that country, the Collector of CuS' 
toms— who ought to be excellent nnthor- 
ity in all matters counected with the rov> 
cnao, and who enjoys tho ropiitution 
of wasting as iitllo breath ns possible in 
idle discussions and trifling rumnrks— is 
reported to havo said: '' Tlio Customs' 
duties may bo materially rcducod, say, on 
Bomo things, from oiic~foiirth to oiio half," 
With this declaration to support tUcin, 
oar importers, siiould they decide to 
ask for a rednctioii in the bcuIo of 
Castoras' dues, could hardly meotwiih a 
refusal. It is notorious tiiat many ar- 
ticles of daily wear and coiisumpUou are 
too heavily taxed, and the foreign trade 
of Victoria merchants has been consider- 
ably cartailed in consequence.

I quite agree with yonr remark in yes- 
terday's paper that it should be oloaod until 
tho work is completed Tbe temporary path- 
way ia not only very inoonvoaicnt but is 
hszaidona to walk over, and ia a great 
hindrance to tbe workmen employed upon it, 
for I have observed they often have lo doaist 
from work lo allow passenyers to pass. If 
tho bridge ia allowed to remain open for 
pedastriaoa, 1 should not at all bo surprised 
to bear of some fatul oaeualiies — ejpoci illj 
is Ibis likely to occar at uli.'ht. It will be 
rainemberod that two accidents have already 
happened — one f.ilally — and these in broid 
daylight. No inquiry waJ had with re psol 
to the cause of the I ilal ocoiden'; if one had 
been helJ perhapj tha iiulhorities wo'ild have 
I'lossd the bridge immediately the primary 
cause been asoeriaiued. Therefore I 
w luld strongly rdcommenJ that this rotten 
atruciure bo closed until tho now bridge is 
Qoiabed, and I am sure if this is dona iha 
new b.idge will ba completed sooner, aud 
the public aocomudated by a first class 
wooden bridge.

Tbe oOSoial journal says tbo AmbasaadnrB 
of China, uow In the ciiy of Paris are receiv- 
ing every honor and attention. It declares 
Barliugnmo'a position in tbe Embassy en- 
tiroly satislactory. 

London, Jan 11 — Indications from the first 
day of the Conleronco on the Easlorn question 
leave little if any doubt of ultimate success. 
Tbe Turkish Government, through ila Hep- 
reaentatlve, has consented to maintain the 
present slatns until tbe oloao of the Confer 
enoe. The general imprcaaion ia that but 
one more Session will be held, and thai a 
war betiveou Turkey and Graeco will bo obs 
viated. 

Con.stantin-opi.e, Jan. 11 — The Snblime 
Porto has olliciully congratulated tho people 
of tho Danubian principalities on Ibeir loyally 
during the recent crisis. 

Eastern States. 

NK\r York, J.n, 10— The Ikrdd't Ha- 
vana spociai says Geo.

[rreas, and by no tuoutts evidenced a retro- 
p;ado disposition 'on tbe part of the 
Chinese Govornmeat. He ako depre- 
cated tho practice of tho Western powers 
ill using unfriendly pressure to introduoo 
new Bchuine.s or uow idoaa among tho 
pcopla whoso knowledge of foreign aCfairs 
is of recent origin and who lived under a 
traditional sybiem to which they were 
accustomed and attached, because such 
repressive policy would tend to a rovolu 
lion and prevent progress; wlicreiis, tho 
Ohiiieso (iovcrument fully admitted tho 
necessity of progress and desired to 
encourage it gradually, without any sud-- 
dun shock to the feelings, passions or 
prejadico of the people. Lord Clareudon, 
In reply, fully admitted that the Chineso 
were entitled to forbearance from foreign 
nations. Ho assured BudiDgumo that 
England did not desire or intend to apply 
any unfriendly pressure in order to induce 
China to advaiieo more rapidly iu inters 
conrso with foreign nations than was con* 
sisteiil with her safety and tho feelings of 
tho i.^liine.sQ people. Tho following 
articles were then agreed to between Lord 
Clarendon and Burlingaine : 

First — It is necessary to observe with 
loyalty the stipulations. 

Second — All negotiations should be 
conduclod with tho Central GovernmeDt 
and not the local iinihorilica. 

Third — Before inaugurating a war, dis- 
putes should be referred to the Home 
Government. 

Lord Clarondon has issued instructions 
to British ogent3 iu China lo net in acv 
cordanco with the spirit aud objects of 
Itio above, it is cxidainod moreover, to 
caution British subjects, to pay due re'« 
apeet not only to the laws of (jhina, but 
also to respect tho usages and feelings of 
the Chines? people These points settled 
the general ijriiiciples of the American 
treaty wore discussed. Lord Clarondon 
corisidoroil them kindly, and agreed that 
Ihcy should form the subject of .future 
negotiations. Having established the 
basis for the British policy, Burlingame 
proceeds to Paris to>morrow, and returns 
lo England on tbo reassembling of Parlia- 
ment to cora[)leto Ihu object of his mis-, 
sion.
